New London, Nov. 1.—Germany's 


first 
commercial 
submarine, the 


Deutschland, arrived here early to- 
day, completing her second voyage 
through the warships of Great Brit- 
ain and France on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 
Under Captain Paul Koe- 


nig, who was in command during her 
first trip to Baltimore, the Deutsch- 
land left Bremen on October 10 and 
tied up at the berth prepared for her 
at 2:35 o'clock this morning. 


The German 
submarine entered 


the lower harbor shortly after mid- 
night, coming in by the Race at the 
entrance to Long Island Sound. For 
several weeks the Eastern Forward- 
ing company, agents for her owners, 
had a tug each night 
off Monauk 


Point ready to meet 
the Bremen, 


but the tug was withdrawn some 
time ago. 
It was evident that the 


forwarding 
company 
had 
some 


warning of the 
Deutschland's 
ar- 


rival however, for a tug was en- 
gaged and Captain F. Hinsch of the 
company, accompanied by the health 
officer, steamed out 
to 
meet the 


submarine. 
The 
North German 


Lloyd steamer Willehad, which had 
been at her dock here for a number 
of weks, awaiting th arrival of a 
German submarine freighter, let her 
searchlight play on the water, mark- 
ing the path by which the Deutscb- 
land traveled to her wharf. 


VCaptain Koenig said that he had 


exp'ected to leave Bremen on Octo- 
ber 1. but that his boat was injured 
in a collision and forced to put back

The captain and the crew of 25 


men were in excellent 
health 
and

shortage, Jerry O'Shaughnessy. sup- 
erintendent of the water works an- 
nounced today.

Patton of Columbus, who spol-e last 
night at 
the 
closing 
session 
of

Congregational 


churches at the convention held al 
Pl\ mouth 
Congregational 
church. 


Pr. Patton declared that hundreds 
of these missionaries have stuck to 
their posts in foreign lands while all 
vas turmoil about them, jgainst, the 
:uhu-e of government officials, sim- 
ply because they were wrapped up 
in the work they wore doing and 
could not voluntarilv 
leave 
those 


•\\lio needed their help. 


Dr. Patton. who 
succeeded 
Dr. 


Washington Oladdor.. "> el! known Co- 
lumbus minister, spoke on the sub- 
ject. "The World in Feiment." 


He reviewed the situation in Eu- 


rope, Asia and Africa showing the 
effects of the great conflict. 
Then 


he spoke of the part that the Ameri- 
can missionaries are playing in the 
work there during the war and the 
part they will ha\e when peace has 
come and these AS sirring nations be- 
gin the difficult task of reconstruct- 
ing their battle torn lands. 


He said in part' 
'•For one hundred years a stream 


of men and women has been pour- 
ir>? out of America into many parts 
of the world. These men have not 
gone for money nor for pleasure ncr 
for any personal gain. 
They ha\e 


been iiigh minded unselfish, idealis- 
tic, educated. 
They have been men 


and women in their prime, just out 
of college, the medical, theological 
and other schools. A hundred years 
ago, when this stream began, these 
people were clergymen 
and 
they 


went to preach the gospel. 
As time 


went on their qualifications and lab- 
ors became diversified. 
Now they 


are not merely preachers, but teach- 
ers, doctors, nurses, scholars, trans- 
lators, settlement workers, printers, 
Tniilders. administrators, representa- 
tives all of them of the better, the 
higher the more idealistic and more 
Ciiristianside of our American civil- 
zation. 
"Six or seven thousand of 
them 


are out there now. nine out of ten 
of them in exactly those parts of the 
vorld where this ferment is stirring. 
and that they should be there and 
here at this time. I understand to 
3 one of the most important facts 
knew of. 
"There are 68 of OUT own people

ture the contending hosts saying this 
is no time nor place for you. 
it is 


exactly what has not happened. The 
missionaries Avere 
never 
so 
well 


treated. 
Their schools were never 


so full, they never had so much to 
do.. 1 suppose it is partly because 
they do not attempt the absurd, us 
for instance to stop the war. 


"The Turk has driven 
some 
of 


the missionaries from his 
country. 


Others have been called home 
for 


their furloughs, now and be ready 
to go back when a period of recon- 
struction comes. 
Bxce«pt for those 


who have been driven out, or come 
on a furlough or relased by death not 
one has left his post. 


This is a simple story, as there 


is on the paH of those who are en- 
acting scenes no 
consciousness of 


heroism, so I have made no effort 
to make it dramatic in telling it, but 
of Avhat stuff these people are made 
you can judge for yourself. 


Soon after his return to 
Ameri- 


ca 
Ambassador 
Morganthou 
was 


making a speech in 'Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., when a A-oice from the croAvd 
asked, 'hosv about our missioneriss 
in Turkev?' 
Mr. Morgantliau 
re- 


plied: 'When the story of the heroes 
and heroines of this war is written, 
at the head of a long list of saints 
svill stand the missionaries who have 
remained in Turkey and given then-- 
selves and lives to the cause they 
serve.' 
"At the American Board meeting 


in Toledo the other day I listened 
for one Avord of discouragement or 
misgiving at any time and did not 
hear it. 
They talked like men and 


women who are not accustomed to 
being beaten. 
Every word AVES 
a 


Avord of courage as it fell from their 
lips."But one word over 
and 
over 


smote my ear, nosv from one and now 
from another—it Avas the word 're- 
construction' there was going to be 
a reconstruction in all these lands. 
A reconstruction in which the prin- 
ciples of Christianity can be embod- 
ied. 
In this reconstruction I have 


heard many men ask hosv America 
can play some worthy part. 


God may give us to play some 


part officially. May call us to sit as 
umpire or referee, may give it to our 
congress or to our President to say 
some deciding or healing word. But 
whether he does or- not I know that 
when reconstruction is effected 
it 


will be found that no men or 
wo- 


men of America have done more to 
effect it than those men or women 
who for the cause of our common 
humanity are esen now working for 
it, in the darkest parts of the earth."
